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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the declaration filed 
12/31/2009 is sufficient to overcome the rejection over Grant. Table 1 of the declaration shows 
examples of the claimed invention that shows superior hot workability over the prior art. Grant 
teaches none of the examples 1 and 3-8 because of the presence of Cu. Regarding example 1, 
copper is not listed, but the claimed invention includes B and RE as opposed to example 1 . 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 12/17/2009 was filed after the 
mailing date of the non-final rejection on 12/17/2009. The submission complies with the 
provisions of 37 CFR 1.97.
